5. Group II, claim(s) 15-20, drawn to a method of making a hot-rolled steel sheet. 

6. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The 
corresponding technical features between the groups, which relate to the steel 
composition requirements, are taught by Seto et al. JP 2001 -220641 . See Seto 
et al. (Abstract; Example D; and Tables 1 and 2) (teaching the claimed amounts 
of C, Si, Mn, P, S, Al, N, and Fe). Therefore, there Is no corresponding special 
technical feature between the groups, and so the groups do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept. Lacking unity of invention, the claim groups are 
appropriately subject to restriction. 

7. A telephone call was made to Mr. Abelev on 1 7 July 2007 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
